Parasites of the Fly. 


Recent investigations have shown 


that the crocodile is to be found in the 
less-frequented parts of Florida, where 
It has long been confounded with tno 
alligator, and a single specimen is now 
among the collection of reptiles at the 
Smithsonian 
Institution. The great 


point of difference between crocodiles 
and alligators is that the former live m 
salt-water bayous or crocks near the 
«ea, while the latter are to be found on- 
lv in the fresh-water streams. Ihe 
crocodile, caj man, gavia and alligator 
arc all types of one group, the Croco- 
dilia. In these reptiles the heart re- 
sembles that of birds more than that of 
anv cold-blooded animals. 
Ihe ventri- 


cle is completely divided by a septum 
into two chambers: the venous and ar- 
terial blood join outside of the heart, 
and the brain is bird-like 
The mu//.le 


of the alligator is in a straight line, out 
that of the crocodile is much narrower 
behind the nostrils 
Theie arc also 
other anatomical difFeionees. 
1 he croc- 


odile is known among thelivlians as the, 
"long-nosed alligator.-" The Honda 
crocodile is the erocodilns actitiis ot 111- 
vier and is entirely identical with the 
Jamaica species, but entirely different 
from the cayman of Guiana, boutn 
America. One of the most interesting 
characteristics of the American croco- 
dile is the care thai it takes of its oft 
spring. During the breeding season 
especially the reptiles utter loud cries 01 
shrieks that have becu eomp.ired to the 
yelping of hounds or puppies.

A miciosciipical discovery, which may 


prove highly important in a sanitary 
point of Mew, has been made by Ihom- 
as Taylor, M. !>.. microscopist ot tne 
Depiutment of Agriculture 
About a 


year ago, while dissecting out the pro- 
boscis of a common house fly. Dr. lajior 
diseoveied minute snake-like animals 
nuking quickly from the proboscis. 
Continuing his experiments from time 
to time since then, he found that house 
flies are \ery frequently inhabited by 
these animals. He has found them gen- 
er.illy in the proboscis of the fly, al- 
tlioii.'h sometimes they are found in the 
abdo7uen, and he thinks that since lies 
•ire can iers of these minute snake-liKe 
animals, they may in like manner be 
conveners of contagious germs, much 
smaller bodies. These animals meas- 
ure about eio-ht one-lumdrcdths to one- 
tenth of an inch in length, and about 
two one-thousandths of an inch in di- 
ameter. 
They are classed under the 


Neniitoidaj, genus Anguillula. Ihey 
arc much larger than trichina- or so- 
called Mi.ega? eels. Mr. Taylor has 
found as many as seven of these ani- 
mals in the proboscis of one fly, and 
three more in the abdomen, ten m an 
Sometimes none are discovered, some 
tunes one only, but frequently four are 
seen 
Their presence is usually mui 


eated bv a rolling movement in the an 
terion portion of the proboscis. When 
this is observed, if a drop of .water b 
placed upon it, the animals will readily 
cave the proboscis and take to th 
water. They arc frequently observed 
passin" in and out of tho proboscis, to 
and from the water, as if the proboscis 
was their natural home. A power of 
lwent\-ii\e diameters is sufhcient to ob- 
serve their general movements but for 
examinations ot their structure from. A)0 
to :>M diameters is ne.cessary.

Hon. Noah McFarland, commiss- 


ioner of the general land office.in hie 
annual report states that the lands 
now embraced within the limits 
amounts to nine hundred million 
acres, including Alaski. He recom- 
mends that the pre-emption law be 
abolished, as the Homestead laws 
cover all cases now arising. 
The 


public sale of land last year amount- 
ed to 7,933,000 acres, embracing 5,- 
010 acres near Toledo, Ohio, which 
were sold for $10,735, an average of 
$3.30 per acre. Respecting the for- 
feiture of railroad grants the com 
missionersaid: The status of the 
various grants for railroad purposes 
where roads have not been con- 
fetructed within the time prescribed 
by law, was reported to congress on 
March 28th last. The absence of 
legislative action touching the renew- 
al"of these grants by declaring the 
forfeiture thereof seriously embar- 
rassed the work of this office. 
It is 


not deemed expedient to certify ad- 
ditional lands to railroad companies, 
nor to award to companies lands in 
dispute between them and settlers or 
other claimants pending the deter- 
mination of congress in the prem- 
ises. 
A large number of settlers are 


occupying such lands, and it is im 
portant to know whether they can 
recover their titles from the United 
States, or whether they be required 
to purchase from the railroad com- 
panies. 


Commissioner McFarlaud submits 


an estimate for salaries and contin- 
gent expenses the next fiscal year 
amounting in the estimate to $453, 
940, 
which is an increase of the

A Plain Talk. 


The prohibition nominee for congress 


in this district filled his appointment at 
the tabernacle in this city last evening. 
Owing to the chilly state of the room, or 
some other cause, there was but a small 
number of persons present The speaker 
was introduced by Mr. L. F. Muzzy. 
Captain Harts is not a brilliant orator, 
but he has a fine command of language,

sary help about the farm. The old say- 
inu- "it you want a job half done, send; 
if well done, go yourself,'' is very appli- 
cable at the farm, but, alas for human 
endurance! there aru limes when on an 
ordinary farm no oi>e man can begin to 
keep up" with the work to be done, and 
the farmer N obliged to look to some 
one else. On many ot the Inrjrer farm* 
only two, and many time* throe or four, 
hands are kept busy all tho year around, 
and especially is this the case where 
much stock is'kept, and where it is the 
rule to feed all that is raised on the 
farm anil sell the products in condensed 
forms.

by the year is best, as by that means 
TOU are not expert \D« ft change at the 
end of every month, jour help gets 
better and belter posted as to your way 
of working and manners of feeding and 
attending to your stock, while the help, 
knowing he is sure of his place, takes 
more interest in his work and i-, better 
satisfied and will look more to the in- 
terest of his employer than if he worn 
only working by tlie month.

Day help is generally the dearest ot 


all, 
as the laborer demands higher 


w»"P8 where he works by the day than 
if iTe is working by the monlh or year. 
Then he has no interest except to put 
in the time as easilj as possible, as he 
has no assurance ot anything further 
when night comes, lience he does not 
accomplish as much as if employed per- 
manently. Then, generally speaking, 
the class" who go around working by the 
day are those who have not been able 
to secure work by the month or \oar- 
generally- the poorest of the laboring 
classes as regards ability and willing- 
ness to work.
